2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claim 47 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Lowry et al. a US 5,318,119. 

Regarding claim 47, Lowry et al. discloses wrapping the wire (1 14,108) at varying pitches wherein at least one section (A) of 
the wire wrapped screen is permeable and at least one section (64,60, W) of the wire-wrapped screen is impermeable. 



Claims 1-46 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest 
the permeable section of the first flow joint being connected to the permeable section of the second flow joint to provide a fluid path 
between the first and second flow joints. 



Claims 1-47 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus positive industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
